C. E. Miner, of Clewiston, an- 
nounces the installation of new 
jand modern packing and grading 
equipment In his new packing shed 
addition to hix warehouse in 
Clewiston which will be ready for 
operation by the elghth of Novem- 
ber. It will operate under the 
[name of Miner Packing company, 
with A. L. Brown as"manager. +

new building . addition, the shed] 
being 40 feet by, 50 feet locatéd on| 
the south side of his present seed| 
warehouse. 


Grading equipment, 
for beans to be installed first will 
be two 20-inch wire-belts forty 
feet long operated by electric mo- 
tors. A blower will be mounted to 
clean all leaves and dírt out of the 
beans before they move onto. the 
belt. Over the belts floodlights| 
will be placed so that packing 
operations may go on night and 
day. The plant will have a ca- 
pacity of 2,500 packages daily and 
will be used for grading and pack-} 
ing beans, peas, tomatoea and 
other vegetables.

some other project. However, he 
adds, bids will be opened on Tues- 
day for the structural work on a 
hurricane gate and five culverts 
on this section of the project. Cap- 
tain Selee feels certain that funds 
for the construction of a levee at 
that end of the lake will be forth- 
coming shortly and that the work 
will be pushed forwff to comple- 
tion. This northern levee will ex- 
tend from Nubbins slough, across 
Taylor creek, along Eagle bay and 
up the northeast bank of the Kis- 
simmee river. 
The vast project, which was au- 
thorized by act of congress on July
